fo r many y ears serv ed as a railro ader 
in Hamlin. 
Tho mas J. Co nner was bo rn near 
Nu o rtv ille, Tenn., Octo ber 3, 18 6 1. 
He came to Tex as at 
abo u t 
the 
age o f 17 , and liv ed fo r awhile in 
Dallas Co u nty . He was married 
to 
Rho du Wilso n when he was abo u t 
25 y ears o f age and to this u nio n 
there 
were elev en children, 
sev en 
o f who m and their mo ther su rv iv e. 
The children are T. B. Co nner, Bry ­ 
ant, Trav is anl Mrs. Pat Miller all 
o f Hamlin; Mrs. J. L. S arter 
o f 
Lu bbo ck, with who m 
her 
p arents 
resided; Mrs. Fred No rman o f Au s­ 
tin and Jerry Co nner, 
o f 
Cu rry , 
Nev ada. Also there are 15 grand­ 
children and two 
great-grandchild­ 
ren. Mr. Co nner has o ne su rv iv ing 
bro ther, J. G. Co nner, o f 
Gilmer, 
Tex as. 
Mr. Co nner had reached the age 
o f 7 8 y ears, 4 mo nths and 14 day s. 
He and his family came to Hamlin 
to liv e in 19 15, and fo r a few y ears 
he was in the track serv ice fo r the 
Katy railro ad and later was 
em­ 
p lo y ed by the Orient, till it 
was 
taken o v er by the Santa Fe. 
Mr. 
Co nner p erhap s sho v elled mo re co al 
in Hamlin than any o ther man. Fo r 
y ears and y ears he was as regu lar 
as the clo ck to go do wn to the co al 
u nlo ading chu te and 
p u t 
in 
eight 
ho u rs, day in and day o u t, serv icing 
engines. Then when the o il bu rners 
to o k the p lace o f co al he secu red 
wo rk in the lo cal ro u nd ho u se, and 
finally as changes 
in 
labo r 
to o k 
p lace he gav e u p wo rk alto gether. 
This was the hardest thing he ev er 
had to do . Wo rk and 
wo rk hard 
was his ideals o f life. And to tho se 
who knew Mr. Co nner mo st intim ate­ 
ly , we think o f his sterling ho nest 
q u alities, and the ev er p resent smile 
thro u gh the smo ke and du st o n his 
face. It was a p leasu re to talk 
to 
Mr. Co nner and feel reactio ns and 
see the fu ll u nbro ken set o f so u nd 
p early teeth as he lau ghed. 
And T. 
J. Co nner wo u ld smile when mo st 
m en wo u ld fro wn. He lo v ed 
tru e 
friends and p ro v ed 
it. 
He 
nev er 
crav ed an ex alted p lace amo ng men, 
bu t he did like fo r his fello wmen to 
kno w he was do ing his “ bit” 
as 
go o d as any man co u ld do it, and 
es mu ch. 
Mr. Co nner left Hamlin to liv e 
with his so n-in-law, J. L. Sarter and 
wife at Plainv iew in 19 32, and later 
mo v ed to Lu bbo ck. He co ntinu ed to 
keep his mind o n Hamlin friends 
and his children here. He was u co n­ 
stant su bscriber o f the Herald fro m 
the week he arriv ed in Hamlin. He 
alway s called his ho me p ap er “ o u ij 
p ap er,” and kep t it co ming till the 
end. In recent y ears his health was 
no t go o d and 
the 
end 
gradu ally 
came after intense su ffering. 
Mr. Co nner had been a member o f 
the Metho dist chu rch fro m 
early 
bo y ho o d.

reco rd o n sev eral bu rning issu es.

1. Against the sales tax , which

witho u t “ dealing a death blo w 
to 
any o ne gro u p .” 
Hines indicated he will be a co n­ 
serv ativ e candidate, and declared he

“ do er instead o f a p ro miser.” 
“At no time need y o u ex p ect H ar­
